The secret of the Canton a n i East 
Liverpool railroad is out. 
It comes In 
a dispatch from Baltimore, and In 
view of the fact th a t It was sent cu tin 
connection with the proceedings of the 
meeting which elected John K. Cowen 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio 
can he taken as tru th . The dispatch 
says: 
President Cowen, of the Baltimore 
Sc Ohio, will during the next few 
months be coe of the busiest men in 
the railroad service, if he promptly 
looks after all the bl# questions which 
have been patiently sighing for his 
inauguration. To say nothing of the 
Valley improvements at Cleveland, 
there Is another great enterprise In 
Ohio which Is trem bling In 
the 
balance waiting for executive action. 
I t is oue which deeply concerns toe 
future of the Baltimore & Ohio system 
in this state and in th e west. 
I t is no 
less than the construction of a short 
line between Pittsburg and Warwick. 
which would tfive the Baltimore & 
Ohio Ole shortest and best line be­ 
tween Pittsburg and Chicago. 
When it became known some weeks 
ago th a t the Baltimore & Ohio was 
behind the projected Canton & Bast 
Liverpool road, It was said that, this 
company was anxious to obtain a 
generous slice of the rich traffic which 
Is produced In the region of East Liv* 
pool. 
But It has an ulterior purpose, 
and one of far greater magnitude, no 
less than the creation of a new trunk 
line between Pittsburg and Chicago. 
T he Baltimore & Ohio already has a 
line between these centers, but It is a 
line 
which 
is extremely unprofit­ 
able, and one which it would gladly 
get rid of lf It could. The Pittsburg 
& Western has heavy grades, and a 
surplus of mileage. 
I t is very expen­ 
sive to operate, and places the B alti­ 
more A’ Ohio a t a disadvantage. 
It was in order to get another line 
Into Pittsburg th a t the Canton & East 
Liverpool company was incorporated 
and a line surveyed by the Baltimore 
& Ohio people. The distance between 
the term ini is less than TO miles. The 
grades encountered are less than 20 
feet, as against longer grades of 40 and 
50 feet on the Pennsylvania lines. 
Iu 
fact, the Cleveland & Pittsburg look­ 
ing for a more feasible route, once 
surveyed a new line up the same 
Beaver valley, th a t Is now pierced by 
the Baltimore & Ohio project, but 
had to give it up on account of th e 
canal th a t was then 
In operation 
there. The Pennsylvania people have 
sought to obstruct this fresh B alti­ 
more & Ohio plan bv buying up all the 
available term inal property a t East 
Liverpool. 
Crossing tho Ohio river there the 
Baltimore aud Ohio would push on 
through a new country to Allegheny 
City. 
From Canton the line would 
strik e o u t to the north, reaching the 
Baltimore and Ohio main line a t W ar­ 
wick. The entire distance of less than 
125 miles from Allegheny City to W ar­ 
wick could be constructed, it is said, 
for about $3,000,000, entailing an an­ 
nual charge of about $150,000. 
In­ 
creased earnings of a half million dol­ 
lars would amply compensate for this 
great project. 
I t may seem strange th a t the B alti­ 
more and Ohio, in Its present Impover­ 
ished financial condition, should think 
of making this great im provem ent,but 
it Is tfi be said in reply th a t an inde­ 
pendent, though auxillary company, 
would put up the funds to do the 
work. 
I t is only a question as to 
whether It will pay. 
Since the bank­ 
ing and the G arrett interests have 
now agreed so far as to elect a presi­ 
dent the tim e seems ready for an 
earnest consideration of the B alti­ 
more and Ohio’s physical needs and 
some active work in th a t direction. 
I t will be remembered th a t the sub­ 
stance of the above statem ent was 
made In the N e w s R e v i e w several 
weeks ago upon the anthoriiy of a 
Canton railroad man. The source 
from which the statem ent comes this 
tim e can not be doubted.

could have, and he has a new scheme 
which may appeal to the river arui 
harbor com m ittee better than tin* 
proposal to have congress Blackwater 
the stream from Pittsburg to Cairo 
He gives It as follows: 
“ I shall do all In my power to get 
congress to give a liberal approprlat Ion 
for the luiproveinentof the Ohio river. 
I have made a study of this Question 
and know how beneficial these Im­ 
provements would be to tile river in­ 
terests. 
I t Is my idea to ask for an 
appropriation of about $3,OOO,WH) of 
the present congress, $2,000,000 of 
which would be sufficient to carry on 
for two years the building of four ad­ 
ditional dams below Pittsburg, wlileli 
would take care of th e river as far 
down as the mouth of tile Kanawha 
river. These dams would enable the 
coal fleets to be distributed with 
much better effect, and when the 
river rises they would be the means of 
reducing the number of wrecks, which 
are increasing so rapidly each season. 
Tile surplus water from Hie last dam 
could be released, which would give 
an im petus to the fleet. 
“ A nother $2,000,000 appropriation 
could be asked from Hie next congree 
and the work of Improving Hie Ohio 
river could be completed. Tile $1,000,* 
000 balance of the first appropriation 
could be used advantageously In mak 
ing the various lesser improvements, 
such as the building of dykes, for 
which th e small sum of $250,000 Is now 
appropriated. 
“ I shall also favor a larger appro­ 
priation for snagboats, and shall tr> 
to get It increased from $25,000 to 
$50,000, 
T he service 
rendered 
to 
the river Interests bv the snai/boats Is 
Invaluable, and there is urgent need 
for a larger appropriation in tills di­ 
rection. 
‘I had a long talk with Colonel 
Amos Stickney tills afternoon, and we 
discussed many needed Improvements, 
among others being Hie movable dyke 
system. 
We also discussed the need 
for more dredges, and I learned of 
many good points during our talk. Of 
course, I realize th a t It will be a some­ 
what difficult task to induce congress 
to increase the appropriation this year, 
as it seems desirous of making a rec­ 
ord, and will therefore try to be as 
economical as possible. 
But there are 
some membors on the rivers and liar 
bors com m ittee who will favor tile ap­ 
propriation of the sum 
asked for. 
Congressmen Burton and Dovener are 
among these members favoring an in­ 
creased appropriation, and of course 
Congressman Berry will vote for it. 
If tile plan of the congressman can 
be carried out, East Liverpool wili 
have the advantage of a navigable 
river the year round.

The work of strengthening the de- 
fennec of Havana continue# withont in­ 
terruption. 
A number of additional 
small forts have been ereeti*dat Havana 
and the authorities claim that there is 
absolutely no danger of a sudden attack 
by the insurgents, much less of a suc­ 
cessful siege of Havana. 
In spite of this assurance, however, a 
feeling of gloom and depression prevails 
here. There is no longer any talk of 
settling the insurrection by a (Tushing 
blow, and although the advent of (ten 
eral Weyler, w ho succeeds Cum isis, is 
looked forward to as likely to be the sig­ 
nal for mon1 uetiva operations against 
the insurgents, the feeling grows that 
the st niggle is a most exhausting one 
for all concerned and that mnch more 
blood and treason* must Is* ex|iended by 
Spain if the insurrection is to be quelled 
by force of arms. 
Under these cinum stancesit is not as­ 
tonishing that a feeling in favorof some 
ooiupnmiise arrangement is steadily 
growing, amt all eyes are turned toward 
the United State# as likely to be the 
great faetor in bringing peace and pros­ 
perity once mon* to unhappy Culm 
The authorities now have to face a 
serious problem hen*. The prices of all 
kinds of provisions are going up-rupidly 
everyday. 
Iii spite of this, people are 
flocking into Havana from the country 
districts and other provinces, and in 
many cases the refugees ani people who 
have lost almost everything they pos­ 
sessed, and a very great number of 
them, here and elsewhere, are depend­ 
ing upon charity 
The cost of the war 
has been enormous and the drain cre­ 
ated by provisioning the army has been 
very great. Consequently, this extra 
expense which the ast borities will have 
to meet iii some manner or other is 
causing them a great deal of anxiety 
However, there is a large and ever in ­ 
creasing exodus of planters and others 
from the city, hundreds leaving by 
every steamship Ismnd for the United 
States, Jamaica. Hayti or South Ameri­ 
can ports. 
For some time past reports have Ihnmi 
in circulation here concerning the phy­ 
sical condition of 'General Maximo (Jo- 
mer., commander in-chief of the insur­ 
gent fam s. 
It is stuted, upon good au­ 
thority, thuf the doctors in attendance 
upon General Gooier, recently held i 
consultation and diag’ _ d his case ai 
being ail advanced - W of mnsuuip 
tion, complicated with fever 
It is fur 
ther stated that the physicians have 
come to the conclusion that (Ionics can 
only live alout two months longer. 
These statements have caused consider 
able alani) among the insurgents and 
their friends, as, even though his con­ 
dition may lie exaggerated to some de­ 
gree, it is believed the main facts are 
correctly stated. 
Besides, according to the reports from 
the front, he is being sharply pushed by 
the Spanish m ops aud is getting little 
or no rest now, day or night. The cf 
feet is that his movements can now be 
marked bv a trail of tired-out or lame 
horse* which the insurgents leave be 
hind them.
